Strong opposition way made to 
the report, b at on the final vote the 
friends of th e m easure rallied a »mall 
m ajority, the vote being, yeas, 34; nays,

The bill as passed extends the im ­ 
m igration restrictions as follows: 
All person* physically enpabie and over 
10 year* of age who cannot read and writ* 
t he English language or some other laji 
guagt, but a person not so able to read 
and writ* who is over 5«) year* of age, and 
is the parent or grand parent of a qualified 
im m igrant over 21 years of age and capa­ 
ble of supporting aach parent or gr mdpar- 
etrt may accompany auch imm igrant, cr 
tmoh a parent or grandparent may be sent 
for and ooine to join the family of a child 
or grandchild over 31 year* of age, simi­ 
larly qualified and capable, and a wife or 
udnor child not so able to read and w rit* 
may accompany or be Kent for and come to 
join the husband or parent similarly qual­ 
ified and capable. 
Aside froth these «xtondoits of the 
praaeut law the bill inaugurates a now 
system of restricting im m igration from 
border countries and Is designed to ap­ 
ply principally to im m igration 
from 
Canada. 
Tb«^provisions are as follow»: 
Sec 4 That It shall hereafter be unlaw ­ 
ful for auy male alien who has not in good 
faith made hits declaration before the 
proper court of hi* intention to become a 
d«¡ten of the United States to 1« em 
ployed on any public works of the United 
State* or to c>!ue regularly or habitually 
into th* UQited States by land or water 
few the purpose of encaging la any me- 
chanical trade or manual labor, for wage* 
or salary, returning from tune to lime to 
a foreign country. 
T he 5th section makes it nulaw fal 
for any person, corporation or company

$14,411,979, and since Septem ber, 1888,

Annual D isposal o f th e A ccu m u lation s o f 
th e Dead L etter Office. 
Oue of the queerest "institution*" 
of the national capital is the annual 
clearance sale of the dead letter office, 
in which avast accumulation of articles 
gone astray in the mails is «old to the 
highest bidders. 
The auction house 
where it is held is continually crowded 
with excited men, women and children» 
and beside it the bargain counters dur­ 
ing the holidays are as havens of rest, 
for when Uncle Sam goes into the junk- 
shop business great things are expect 
ed. 
As in the church fair raffle, you 
pay a small amount of money and trust 
to luck to get back more than it« value. 
The article«, 
previously listed in a 
wholesale sort of way, an' tied up in 
bundles of from three to a half dozen 
and “ auctioned” for what they will 
bring, the average bids ranging between 
10 oents and a dollar. 
Nobody is permitted to examine the 
goods before purchasing, and no money 
is refunded to the dissatisfied. 
Ev< ry- 
body hopes to pull a genuine plum from 
the pie in the shape of a diamond ring, 
a silk dress pattern or a silver teapot, 
and although comparative blanks are 
the rule, there is ulwuys the possibility 
1 of a prize. For example, the auctioneer 
holds up one of these odd shaped bun­ 
dles, listed “ pictures, underwear, mu­ 
sic, cigars.” 
G 
o i n g — going—gone—for 
90 cents to a dapper young gentleman 
who was caught by the word 
cigar. 
He opens it on the sport—an unw i«e 
thing to do if one object« to good natured 
ridicule—and this is w’bat he finds. Six 
cigars, broken into bit« w ith so strong 
an odor that one wonder« how a sledge 
hammer could have done it; underwear 
—a female 10 cent “ jersey;” pictures— 
a co llectio n of newspaper cuts designed 
for amusement of some small child. 
The lot would be dear at a quarter and 
is of no use to the buyer. 
In the dead letter office proper—that 
charnel house which swallows nearly 
half a million missives every month—it 
is positively harrowing. 
More than 40 
bushels of photographs have accumu­ 
lated there, awaiting the annual crema­ 
tion. There are tresses of hair enough 
to stuff a dozen mattresses, grandmoth­ 
er»’ silver lockB and babies’ golden curl», 
many no doubt cut from dead brows, 
and small sums of money which poor 
workmen »end home to feed their wives 
and little ones, and servant girls save 
from their scanty wag»« for needy par­ 
ents—gone to Uncle Sam ’s rich purse, 
not because the United States wants it, 
but because the senders’ w riting or or­ 
thography was beyond mortal ken. It is 
hard to realize that in this laud of 
schools, at the close of the nineteenth 
century, there are so many people so 
ignorant or po careless as to send several 
millions of letters a year without stamps 
or addresses or with addresses which no 
man can make out. 
People seem to be 
so intent on what goes into the letters 
that they forget all about the superscrip­ 
tion. It is estimated that $4,500,0 jn in 
drafts and $S0,000,000 in cash is receiv­ 
ed every year through dead letters.—In­ 
dianapolis Journal.

II w ill probably surprise most people 
who have traveled from London to lid 
inburgh to know that every mile of the 
journey cost« the railway company over | 
half a crown. The cost of the whole 
journey from the English to the Scotch 
capital is £50. 
The average cost of running a train 
in England is 2s. 7d. per mile, so that, 
the fare being reckoned at Id. per mile, 
a train with less than 81 passengers for 
each mile is run at a loes. 
There are 
few trains, however, that do not carry 
more than this number of passengers, 
and many of them carry the Muuln i 
doubled many times over. 
It is neccs 
sary frequently to run trains that do not 
pay—usually in thinly inhabited conn 
try districts—but for every train run at 
a loss probably 100 are run at an enor­ 
mous profit. 
Take, for instance, the journey from 
London to Edinburgh, which costs tin 
railway company £50. 
The average 
number of ‘‘through” passengers in

He has gone 
to Lexington to secure the scaffold ob 
on w hich Laughlin, w ho was confined 
in jail with Jackson and W alling, re- j 
cently, was hanged. 
Judge Helm says th a t he w ill not per­ 
m it either Jackson or W alling to be 
taken to the N ew port jail. He not only 
considers the place unsafe, but unfit for 
a hum an being to be confined. 
He doe* 
not believe in adding additional tor­ 
tures on the unfortunate men during 
the few days they have on earth. 
On 
the contrary, he would m ake it as com­ 
fortable as the circum stances w ill per­ 
m it. 
He w ill advise th a t they be re­ 
tained in the Covington jail until the 
day 
appointed 
for 
th e 
execution, j 
N either doe* he see any reason for sep­ 
arating the prisoners. 
He will ipixwnt 
a death w atch, the statutes giving him 
th a t power, but he w ill consult Jailer 
B itser of N ew port before nam ing a per- I 
son th at would be considered responsi­ 
ble. 
Sheriff Plum m er says th a t none of the 
details of the hanging had been ar­ 
ranged as yet. 
TI ie hanging, of cuorae, 
w ill take place on the sam e scaffold, but 
he has decided on no im portant m at tora 
fu rth er than this. 
He says, mi reaver, 
th a t he w ill consult Jackson and W all­ 
ing in regard to some of the arrange­ 
m ents, as he desires to m ake m atters as 
pleasant as possible for them under the 
circum stances. 
After W orthington. 
The friends of Jackson and W alling 
are m aking an effort to enlist the influ­ 
ence of L ieutenant Governor W orthing­ 
ton in behalf of pardons or a com m uta­ 
tion of the death sentences. 
This, so 
fax. has been unsuccessful, the lieuten­ 
an t governor declining to do anything 
w hatever, either for or against the con­ 
dem ned murderers. 
It is know n th a t should 
Governor 
Bradley go to the inauguration of Presi- 
dent-ttiW M cKinley on March 4, a de­ 
term ined effort w ill be made to get 
W orthington to take up the cases. Gov­ 
ernor Bradley at present does not in­ 
tend to attend the inaugural festivities. 
G overnor Bradley says he will furnish 
troops to preserve order at the execution.

C O S T OF A TRAIN. 


The 
Expense and Profits of Travel on 
English R ailw ay Lines. 
How many people who travel in trains 
ever think of the cost of running them? 
It will probably surprise most pe< pie 
who have traveled from London to hd 
inburgh to know that every mile of the 
journey costs the railway company over 
half a crown. 
Tho cost of the whole 
journey from the English to the Scotch 
capital is £50. 
The average cwt of running a train 
in England is 2s. 7d. per mile, so that, 
the fare being reckoned at Id. per mile, 
a train with less than 81 puss* agers for 
each mile is run at a loss. 
There ar* 
few trains, however, that do not carry 
more than this number of passengers, 
and many of them carry the nam In i 
doubled many times over. 
It is at ees 
sary frequently to run trains that do no* 
pay—usually in thinly inhabited conn 
try districts—but for every train run at 
a loss probably IOO are run at an oner 
m oils profit. 
Take, for instance, the journey from 
Lomlou to Edinburgh, which costs the 
railway company £50. 
The average 
number of “ through” passengers in 
these trains is probably OO, in which 
case the total fares would Im- nearly 
£ 1 0 0—a clear gain of nearly £50. When 
it is remembered that these trains run 
several times a day, and every day in 
the year, it will be undersold what un 
enormous revenue a single line yields in 
the course of 12 mouths. Supposing th* 
average numtM*r of passengers to be OO, 
the midnight train from London to Ell 
inburgh yields over £20,000 for clivi 
dend in a year!

The Republicans in the house had all 
their members in their seats and spent 
nearly the whole day in advancing the 
following political measures to third 
reading: The metropolitan police bill, 
the bill repealing the apportionment 
act of 1885, the election bill, the bill re­ 
storing the appointment of the state­ 
house engineer to the governor, the 
prison management bill and the bill 
giving the work of polltakiug the recog­ 
nition of the law. 
It also passed the 
following bills: One of the attorney 
general’s bills seeking to amend the 
Vandalia charter, a bill changing the 
time of paying taxes and the partition 
fence bill. 
The 7 per cent usury bill 
was taken up on second reading, and 
amended so as to make the acceptance 
of brokerage unlawful by the lender, 
which was adopted after a long discus­ 
sion and the bill engrossed.
